r.Ir , Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I ha.ve  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  eighth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1963. 

This  year  the  Registra.r  General  has  supplied  the 
information  on  deaths  in  a form  which  enables  one  to  compose 
a table  showing  ages  for  each  cause.  This  should  prove  to  be 
of  particular  interest  for  comparative  purposes  in  the  coming 
years.  The  vital  statistics  did  not  prove  quite  as  favourable 
as  in  previous  years  and  they  should  be  perhaps  described  as 
fair  rather  than  good  as  in  the  past.  The  poorest  statistics 
relr.te  to  infant  mortality,  v/here  there  were  9 infant  deaths, 
compared  with  4 in  the  previous  year.  This  was  a general  rise 
which  I could  not  allocate  to  any  specific  cause,  but  perhaps 
I should  point  out  that  some  of  these  early  infant  deaths  are 
interchangeable  with  stillbirths,  and  the  figure  was  to  some 
extent  compensated  by  the  fall  in  the  number  of  stillbirths. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  in  r.Iay,  1963,  the  ./est 
Riding  County  Council  brought  into  use  a new  pui-pose  built 
all-purpose  clinic  with  Dental  facilities,  I am  sure  that 
everyone  in  the  district  v/ill  wish  v/ell  to  this  venture  and  I 
can  only  hope  that  the  public  of  Cudwor th  v/ill  take  advantage 
of  the  facilities  offered. 

I v/ould  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  courtesy  and  many 
kindnesses  they  have  shown,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for 
his  help  and  co-operation  and  the  staff  of  the  divisional 
health  office  for  their  loyal  support.

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  at  raid  1963, 
was  9,140  as  compared  v/ith  G,1C0  at  mid  1962,  The  natural 
increase  of  population  showing  the  increase  of  births  over  deaths 
was  58  as  compared  with  96  in  the  previous  year.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  showed  a decrease  of 
33  on  the  previous  year.  The  Registrar  General  again  supplied  a 
comparability  factor  which  relates  the  proportion  of  women  in  the 
district  of  child-bearing  age  v/ith  the  proportion  in  a standard 
population.  The  crude  birth  rata  multiplied  by  the  comparability 
factor  gives  an  adjusted  rate  which  is  comparable  v/ith  adjusted 
birth  rates  in  other  districts  and  with  the  birth  rate  for  the 
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country  as  a whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district 
last  year  was  16,1  per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared 
with  20,1  per  1,000  estimated  population  in  1962  and  with  18,2 
per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths. 

3 stillbirths  were  notified  last  year  as  compared  with  5 in 
1962,  The  stillbirth  rate  was  18,6  per  1,000  total  live  and 
stillbirths  as  compated  with  25.5  per  1,000  total  births  in  1962 
and  with  17,3  per  1,000  total  births  for  England  and  Wales, 

Deaths . 

The  adjusted  death  rate  which  is  the  crude  death  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor,  was  15,3  per  1,000 
estimated  population  as  compared  with  14,3  per  1,000  estimated 
population  for  1962,  and  with  12,2  per  1,000  estimated  population 
for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  100  deaths  among  the  inhabi~ 
of  your  district  during  the  year  as  against  96  in  the 
previous  year.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of 
numerical  importance  were:  heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  cancer 
and  respiratory  diseases.  Statistics  relating  to  death  rates  and 
the  causes  and  ages  at  death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the  end 
of  the  section  on  vital  statistics. 

Accidental  Deaths. 

There  were  two  accidental  deaths  reported  during  the  year, 
compared  v/ith  six  in  the  previous  year.  The  deaths  were  comprised 
as  follows :

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The  corresponding  rates  for  the  administrative  Count  y 'v/ero  23 , 3 
and  for  England  and  Wales  20,9,  The  illegitimate  infant  death 
rate  was  Nil, 

Peri -Natal  Mortality 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  is  dependent  on  the  number  cf. 
stillbirths  plus  the  number  of  infant  deaths  occurring  in  the 
first  week  of  life.  This  figure  rose  slightly  to  49,7  compared 
with  35,7  in  1962  and  with  38,9  in  the  administrative  County.

Scarlet  Fever . 

5 notifications  were  received  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
7 in  the  previous  year. 

T/Ieasles  . 

123  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  compared  with  14C  in  1062 
and  27G  cases  in  19C1.  This  disease  appears  to  have  definitely 
broken  the  biennial  cycle  in  Cudv/orth,  probably  for  the  reasons 
discussed  in  my  last  Annual  Report, 

Smallpox. 

II o case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year , 7 children  were 

va-ccinated  against  the  disease,  compared  with  123  in  1962. 
Diphtheria.  Y/hoopln^r  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

llo  case  of  either  diphtheria  or  whooping  cough  were  notified 
during  the  year.  The  immunisation  stn.tistics  for  Diphtheria  showed 
a decline  with  77,3%  of  all  children  immunised  compared  with  89,2% 
in  the  previous  year.  The  statistics  remained  satisfactory  but 
parents  must  n:t  bo  complacent  and  allow  those  figures  to  fall  eve^'t 
further.  It  might  surprise  the  general  public  v/ith  cases  of 
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Diphtheria  were  occurring  in  1963  within  30-35  miles  of  Cudworth, 
This  is  not  a disease  which  is  becoming  extinct. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  continued  and  in  fact  the 
position  improved  slightly  with  78%  of  all  children  under  school  age 
immunised  compared  v;ith  76,6%  in  the  previous  year. 

Immunisation  against  Tetanus  showed  a futher  improvement  when 
214  children  had  primary  immunisation  and  96  received  booster  doses, 
compared  with  153  and  43  respectively  in  1962, 

Poliomyelitis . 

llo  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year,  A further 
207  children  and  young  persons  were  vaccinated  v/ith  three  doses, 
bringing  the  grand  total  in  Cudworth  to  3,564,  and  of  these  375 
children  of  primary  school  age  have  received  a reinforcement  booster 
dose ,

Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year 
ended  Slst  December,  1963,  being  a report  of  the  Sanitary  Conditions 
of  the  tov/n. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Second  Annual 
Report,  in  v;hich  is  given  a brief  review  of  the  working  of  my  Depart- 
ment and  the  sanitary  conditions  appertaining  in  the  town  during  the 
year  1983, 

Throughout  the  year  continued  progress  was  made  and  maintained, 
in  now  almost  routine  fields  of  housing  improvements,  slum  clearance, 
rodent  control  and  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  I am  happy  to 
report  that  in  certain  aspects  of  environmental  hygiene,  steps  have 
been  taken  which  have  resulted  or  will  result  in  major  progress. 

The  redecoration  and  alterations  in  the  Mortuary  have  brought  this 
essential  service  up  to  a better  standard.  The  Public  Conveniences 
are  now  attended  to  daily  and  I feel  that  we  have  eliminated  the 
reasons,  but  not  the  causes  for  former  complaints. 


I feel  it  will  be  of  value  to  reviev;,  nev/  legislation  passed  in 
1963  which  will  effect  the  v/ork  of  my  Department,  Two  such  Acts  of 
Parliament  completed  their  passage  through  both  Houses,  but  in  both 
cases  the  operative  date  has  been  set  in  1964,  The  major  one  of 
these  is  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  This 
Act  v/ill  be  of  major  importance  and  will  result  in  considerable  work 
by  the  Department  in  future  years.  The  second  Act  was  the  Annual 
Boarding  Hstabli shment  Act,  1963,  This  again  does  not  come  into 
force  until  1964, 


In  addition  to  the  Acts  of  Parliament,  two  Statutory  Instruments 
were  issued  in  1963,  The  first  of  these  was  the  Meat  Inspectors' 
Regulations,  1963,  The  second  set  of  Regulations  was  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963,  These  effect  the  changes 
in  the  names  under  which  milk  can  be  sold;  but  they  do  not  begin  to 
operate  until  late  1964,

Improvement  of  Houses 

Thls-work  is  becoming  of  increasing  importance,  as  Members  know 
it  is  divided  into  two  types  of  grants,  Di  scret  ionai-y  and  Standard, 

The  Standard  Grant  governs  only  the  provision  of  five  amenities, 
these  being  bath,  wash  basin,,  water  closet,  hot  water  and  food  store. 
Limits  are  laid  down  by  the  Government  as  to  the  maximum  grant  for 
each  amenity  and,  therefore  this  class  of  grant  is  confined  to  smaller 
schemes  where  relatively  little  structural  work  is  required. 


The  Discretionary  Grant  covers  the  provision  of  the  same  five 
amenities,  but  the  maximum,  .grant  payable  is  increased  to  a limit  of 
£400  and  thus  more  ambitious  schemes  such  as  the  building  on  of  bath- 
rooms etc,,  can  qualify.  The  work  of  the  Department  in  this  field 
covers  many  aspects.  These  range  from  the  initial  Inspection  ^’uring 
which  advice  is  given  as  to  whether  the  proposed  scheme  is  likely  to 
qualify  for  grant,  and  often  advice  is  given  as  to  the  best  way  to 
fit  the  required  amenities  into  existing  premises,  V/hen  the  applica- 
tion is  received  it  is  necas^sary  to  check  the  estimates  and  plans  in 
order  to  assess  what  items  qualify  for  grant  and  to  report  on  these 
to  the  Finance  Committee,  When  the  grant  is  approved  and  the  v/ork  Is 
commenced  it  is  necessary  to  carry  out  routinj  inspections  to  ensure 
pw-cg'e.^  wta..dard  of  wcrki;'.aiiShip  and  to  uak-e  final  'inspeotion  to  see 
.t  i.at  the  warks  arc  fuxly  conpl^te.^’. 


Purlng  196a,  there  has'  been  a steady  increase  in  the  applications 
for  grant.  Altogether  some  52  applications  were  received  for  Discre- 
tionary • Grant  , 47  of  these  were  from  owner/occ.upier s and  5 were 
received  from  the  owners  of  tenanted  houses.  As  regards  Standard 
orants,  some  9 applications  were  recalved  and  again  the  majority  were 
from  owner /occup ier 3 , Only  1 was  from  an  owner.  These  figures  shov/ 
tnat  there  is  still  a reluctance  on  the  part  of  owners  to  take 
advantage  of  the  grants  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  Ho us i ng  Act 
which  is  anticipated  in  1964  will  give  the  required  pov/ers  of 
compulsion  so  teat  old  houses  which  are  sound  in  structure  can  be 
provided  with  essential  amenities.

Inspection  and  supervision  of  f ood . 

This  section  of  the  .vork  of  the  Department  is  a vital  one  to  the 
health  and  '//elfare  of  the  community. 


There  are  7 bakehouses  in  use  at  the  ead  of  1963,  There  are 
also  70  other  shop  premises  /hich  retail  open  or  packaged  foo^’stuffs. 

32  shop  pr emi sos  are  registered  for  the  sals  of  ice  cream,  but 
the  ice  cream  is  supplied  by  a v/holesaler,  frozen  a.nd  rea':’y  wrapped. 
There  are  still  four  retail  producers  v/ho  tour  the  streets  and  v/liose 
preparation  premises  are  outside  Cudv/or t h v/ho  still  retail  ice  cream 
delivered  to  their  vans  or  vehicles  in  bulk,  as  distinct  from 
individually  pre-packed  small  portions.  Personnel  an'^’  equipment  used 
for  this  type  o?  trade  appears  to  be  quite  satisfactory.

The  standard  of  animals  killed  in  the  Private  Slaughterhouse 
continued  to  be  of  a high  quality  and  little  evidence  of  serious 
disease  was  found,  ,057  of  cattle  excluding  cov/s  being  affected  with 
all  diseases  except  T.3,  and  cysticerci. 

Water.  Supply. 

The  provision  of  a clean,  whole  and  sufficient  supply  of  water 
to  all  houses  is  essential  for  the  well-being  and  health  of  the 
inhabitants,  All  houses  in  the  town  are  now  provided  with  a piped 
water  supply  laid  into  the  dwelli'ngs,  the  source  of  which  is  the 
Borough  of  Barnsley  'Waterworks  Department, 

.Public  Baths. 

The  sv.'imming  baths,  situated  in  the  Miners*  7/elfare  Park,  remain 
the  sole  swiraming  facilities  within  the  district  and  continues  in  use 
during  the  season,  water  in  the  bath  is  filtered  by  sand  filtration, 
chlorinated  by  controlled  automatic  application,  heated  by  low 
pressure  coke  fired  boiler,  re  oxygenated  by  cascade  and  is  kept  in 
motion  by  circulation  by  electrically  driven  pumping  machinery, 

Btorapce  of  Petroleum  Spirit. 

The  licensing  and  supervision  of  the  premises  where  petrol  and 
other  similar  products  are  stored  is  carried  out  by  my  Department, 
ilew  installations  are  checked  both  during  planning  and  construction, 
and  existing  premises  visited  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Home 
Office,  Code  of  Conditions, 

The  up-to-date  position  regarding  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit, 
petroleum  mixtures  etc,,  is  as  follows:- 

ilo,  of  premises  where  petrol  is  stored  in  underground  tanks  10 

Ilo,  of  tanks  used  25 

Total  capacity  of  tanks  - Gallons  of  petrol  and  diesel  - 19,300 

Hats  and  Mice  Destruction. 

Due  to  the  appointment  of  the  Manual  Assistant  to  the  Public 
Health  Inspector,  it  was  possible  to  give  this  important  work  the 
attention  that  it  warrants.  Apart  from  short  periods  of  work  on 
housing  disinfestations,  a large  amount  of  this  mans  time  was  spent 
on  the  inspection  of  all  classes  of  premises  and  the  treatment  of 
infestations  found  dur ing  these  inspections  or  reported  by  complaints. 
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I/Iethods  used  are  those  recomnended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
and  various  kinds  of  poisons  have  been  tried  to  achieve  the  best 
results. 


The  Council  continued  its  membership  of  the  T/orkable  Ai-ea 
Committee  v;hich  holds  its  meetings  about  twice  per  year  at  Barnsley,

Theatres  and  Cinomas. 


One  former  cinema  continued  to  operate  during  the  year  as  a 
private  *'3ingo"  Club  an'^  for  a short  length  of  time  ^vas  used  for 
wrestling:  v;hich  brought  the  premises  within  the  Jurisdicat ion  of 
Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961, 

Tents.  Vans  and  Sheds. 

V/ork  under  this  heading  includes  the  control  of  the  siting  of 
caravans  under  the  Caravan  Act,  Only  one  licence  is  in  force  for 
the  siting  of  a single  caravan  and  this  is  renewed  every  6 months. 

Offices.  Chops  and  Hailv/av  Premises  Act.  1953. 

This  new  Act  of  Parliament  received  the  Royal  assent  in  1963, 
although  its  operation  will  not  come  into  force  until  1964,  this 
Act  is  designed  to  set  up  a standard  of  working  con'-^itions  which  v/ill 
apply  throughout  all  shops,  offices  and  railv/ay  premises.  Such 
legislation  has  been  sorely  needed  for  many  years  and  my  own  Associa- 
tion has  been  pressing  for  this  at  its  Annual  Conference  for  some 
considerable  time.  The  Act  initially  requires  that  all  premises  have 
to  register  v/ith  either  the  local  authority,  or  in  certain  cases  with 
the  Factory  Inspector,  Standards  are  to  be  laid  down  for  adequate 
water  closets,  and  washing  facility  accommo "" a t i on , together  with 
heating,  lighting,  cleanliness,  repair  an'’  redecoration.  Many  of 
these  requirements  v;ere  in  force  to  a lesser  -’egree  in  relation  to 
shops,  but  this  Act  now  requires  a higher  standard  and  extends  the 
powers  to  other  premises.  Certain  entirely  now  provisions  included 
in  the  Act,  cover  first-aid  facilities  and  the  reporting  and 
recording  of  accidents.  This  tends  to  bring  shops  an'’  similar 
premises  onto  the  same  footing  as  factory  premises.  Implementation 
of  this  Act  will  call  for  very  extensive  survey  and  work  by  the 
Department  and  it  appears  that  the  Tovernraent  are  determined  that 
those  previsions  shall  bo  put  into  full  operation  as  soon  as  possible. 

Of  cour  se , during  196  3,  no  action  was  required  under  the  ne  w Ac t , 
and  routine  inspections  of  shops  were  carried  out  under  the  Shops  Act, 
of  1950,  7n  certain  cases  inadequate  toilet  or  washing  facilites 
were  found,  but  these  wore  quickly  remedied  by  informal  action  and  no 
f orma  1 notices  or  proceedings  were  recuii-ed. 

Pet  Animals  Act.  1951. 

Only  one  premise  is  registered  under  the  above  Act  and  it  is  well 
maintained . 

i.lort  uar  v . 

The  management  of  the  mortuary  continues  quite  satisfactory,  v/ith 
good  liason  with  the  local  police.  The  mortuary  was  redecorated  and 
nev/  skylights  v/ere  fixed  -I’uring  the  year. 

Public  Cleansinr?. 

The  cleansing  of  the  streets  and  the  emptying  of  cesspools  etc., 
is  operated  by  the  Surveyor's  Department. 
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Refuse  CollQction  and  Disposal 


The  years  v/ork  i show  the  e nor  nous  c hankie  which  has  occurred 

the  physical  character  of  our  domestic  refuse,  ./ith  the  issue  of 
washed  coals  to  nine-wor kor s in  place  of  the  ferner  unscreened  coal, 
there  has  been  a terrific  reduction  in  wei^jht:  v/e  no  longer  get 
heaps  of  unwanted  shale,  nor  do  we  get  ashbins  containing  heavy 
material  v/hich  has  never  properly  burned,  the  nev;  fuel,  particularly 
when  burned  in  modern  appliances,  merely  leaves  a residue  of  light 
ash,  and  as  a result  the  v/eight  per  bin  has  steadily  dropped.  ilever 
theless,  the  bulk  has  been  replaced  by,  I believe,  an  increased  use 
of  containers  of  card,  netal  and  glass. 

Dome st ic  premises  in  the  district  are  served  by  the  one  vehicle 
in  our  possession  a Chelvoke  and  Irewry  Fore  and  /..ft  Tipper  and  a 
weekly  collection  ic  maintained. 

Shops  and  CGinnercial  premises  are  dealt  v/ith  separately  on  a 
Friday. 

Disposal. 


This  is  carried  out  at  the  './eot shaw  Lane  Tip,  which  was  "3ull- 
dezed"  out  flat  in  May  of  this  year  at  a cost  of  £200,  levels  taken 
and  controlled  tipping  put  in  operation  at  the  beginning  of  Juno, 
starting  at  the  V/est  side  of  the  tip.  It  was  quite  obvious  by  the 
end  of  the  year  that  the  life  of  this  disposal  site  was  going  to  bo 
increased  greatly. 

Public  Conveniences. 


My  Department  became  responsible  for  the  cleaning  of  the  Public 
Conveniences  in  the  town,  throughout  the  entire  year  ?.nd  a good 
standard  has  been  provided  an"  ma'ntained.

97,9%  of  the  houses  within  the  Council's  district  are  connected 
to  the  public  sewerage  system.  The  remaining  2%  of  houses  have 
their  foul  water  output  discharging  to  either  a small  septic  tank 
j.nd  filter  arrangement  with  underground  discharge  of  the  final 
2ffluent  (13  houses),  or  to  underground  cesspools  or  on  to  the  surface 
Df  isolated  plots  of  land  some  considerable  distance  away  from 
dwelling  houses.  The  Council  now  provide  a rate-borne  cesspool 
emptying  service  and  private  drainage  and  disposal  of  waste  liquid 
natters  appea.ro,  on  the  whole,  to  be  satisfactory.  At  the  end  of 
L9S3  there  were  approximately  45  cesspools  falling  to  be  dealt  with 
oy  the  cleansii\g  service. 

The  areas  of  the  district  v/hich  still  require  a public  sewerage 
system  are  V/eetshav/  Lane,  Royston  Lane,  Storrs  Mill  and  Carrs  Lane, 
ill  of  them  being  near  the  Council's  extreme  boundaries. 

Attention  to  storm  v/ater  overflov/s  is  g.iven  by  the  Purveyor's 
Department  as  the  need  arised. 

Sanitary  Accommodation 

99%  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  water  closets 
which  either  discharge  to  the  public  sower  or  to  underground  cesspools, 
in  v/hich  latter  cases  the  cesspool  cleansing  service  is  used.  There 
are  4 privy  middens  in  the  Storrs  Mill  area  (4  houses).  There  are  3 
privy  middens  at  '.Veetshaw  Cottages  (6  houses).

Births, 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  area  in  1963  v/as 
1,341,  compared  with  1,335  in  1962,  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude 
birth  rate  of  18,1  per  1,000,  compared  with  17,4  per  l,rC0  in  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate  bi.rths  was  62  as  against 
49  in  1962,  and  this  gives  a figure  representing  4,4%  of  the  total 
births  compared  with  3.6%  in  the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths , 


There  were  33  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  v/ith  25 
in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  23,0 
compared  v/ith  10,4  in  1962  and  with  17,3  for  England  an;’  V/alos. 

Deaths . 


The  deaths  assigned  to  the  division  after  the  addition  and 
subtraction  of  inward  an^’  outward  tra.nsfers,  was  864,  which  was 
68  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a crude  death  rate 
for  the  division  of  11,1,  compared  v;ith  10,4  in  1962,  You  will 
see  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower  than  any  figure  for  individuc 
districts,  Thi s is  because  the  other  districts  show  adjusted 
rates,  and  unfortunately  no  adjusted  rate  is  available  for  the 
division. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Peri-ITatal  liortalitv  Rate. 

There  v/ere  41  infant  deaths  in  the  division  during  the  year 
of  v/hich  27  occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period.  This  compares  with 
23  and  14  respectively  in  1962,  These  figures  represent  an  infant 
mortality  rate  for  the  division  in  1963  of  29,2,  as  comp?.red  with 
16,2  for  the  previous  year  and  20,9  for  England  and  Wales, 

Al'*  hough  we  may  expect  fluctuations  from  year  to  year,  this  is  a 
very  real  increase  and  must  be  regarded  with  some  concern.  The 
biggest  relative  increase  is  in  deaths  from  broncho-pneumonia  and 
congenital  causes.  This  latter  group  is  varied  and  there  is  no 
suggestion  of  any  increase  in  any  single  congenital  defect,  such 
as  occurred  in  the  Thalidimide  tragedy. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  the  division  stands  at 
37,6,  compared  with  31,1  for  the  administrative  County. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  was  one  death  during  the  year  attributable  to  maternal 
causes.  Investigation  did  not  reveal  that  this  was  in  any  way 
preventable.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  division  was 
C,70  compared  with  C,5C  for  the  administrative  County  and  with 
C,28  for  England  and  V/ales.

Tetanus  Immunisation 

Active  immunisation  against  Tetanus  has  been  steadily  increasing 
over  the  past  few  years.  This  has  two  benefits,  firstly  it  protects 
the  patient  against  tetanus,  and  secondly  it  does  av/ay  v/ith  the  need 
for  anti-tetanic  serum,  if  the  person  is  injured.  The  latter  often 
gives  rise  to  reactions  and  no  doctor  really  likes  to  give  it  unless 
it  is  strictly  necessary.  It  is  important  that  parents  should  keep 
a record  of  when  their  children  were  immunised  against  tetanus  for 
this  reason.  The  follo\7ing  table  shov/s  the  marked  increase  in

This  service  continued  through  the  year.  There  was  again  a gap 
in  the  service  in  part  of  the  division,  when  Dr.  Desmond  left  in 
October  and  Dr,  Cddy  arrived  in  December.

Ante-natal  Clinics 


There  was  again  a slight  fall  in  the  number  of  attendances  made" 
at  Ante-natal  clinics  run  by  the  West  P.i'^ing  County  Council.  This 
decline  was  again  in  favour  of  those  clinics  in  ./hich  the  General 
Practitioner  sees  his  own  patients,  mostly  in  our  clinics  under  an 
arrangement  envisaged  in  the  Cranbrook  committee  report. 

During  the  year  379  women  made  2,253  attendances  at  official' 
clinics  compared  with  494  women  who  made  2,361  attendances  in  the 
previous  year.  The  relaxation  an^’  Health  Education  clinics  thrived 
very  well  during  the  year  and  1,342  attendances  were  made  at  such 
clinics  compared  with  762  in  the  previous  year.

Attendances  at  the  Cudworth  Ante-Matal  Clinic  again  sho'ved  a 
slight  decrease  when  689  attendances  ware  made  compared  v/ith  05C  in 
the  previous  year.  I v/as  again  very  disappointed  to  sea  that  the 
relaxation  classes,  run  by  the  midwife  with  the  help  of  the  health 
visitors,  again  fell  from  93  attendances  to  07,  These  clinics  are 
of  groat  benefit  to  expectant  mothers  and  are  open  to  those  expect ing 
to  have  their  babies  in  hospital  as  v/e  11  as  those  booked  for 
domiciliary  confinements.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  v/ith  better 
facilities  the  expectant  mothers  of  Cudworth  will  avail  themselves 
of  these  excellent  mothercraft  classes. 

Child  7/clfare  Clinics 

Attendances  at  Infant  V/olfare  Clinics  in  the  division  declined 
slightly,  but  on  the  other  han  ’ the  number  of  children  attending  rose 
slightly.  During  1963,  3,7C3  children  made  38,744  attendances, 

compared  with  1962,  when  3,337  children  made  40,660  attendances. 

There  was  a marked  fall  in  the  attendances  at  Cudv/orth  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic,  4,301  attendances  were  made  compared  with  5,233  in 
the  previous  year.  It  is  my  •experience  that  some  fall-off  inevitably 
occurs  when  clinics  are  being  moved  and  it  does  take  some  weeks  befor 
everything  becomes  fully  organised  again.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
these  figures  will  recover  in  the  coming  year.

The  total  number  of  effective  visits  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Visiting:  an’  allied  staffs  amounted  to  40,061,  an  increase  of  just 
over  6 , COO  compared  with  1962.  The  table  below  shows  the  v/ork  carried 
out  in  some  detail.  There  was  a very  slight  falling  off  in  the 
number  of  visits  pa.id  under  the  age  of  5 years,  and  any  tendency  in 
this  direction  is  to  be  regretted.  The  amount  of  teaching  carried 
out  in  secondary  schools  remained  exactly  the  same,  and  I regret  that 
I cannot  see  any  significant  increase  in  this  until  more  staff  are 
recruited.  This  service  is  of  paramount  importc.nce  and  is  capable 
of  being  vastly  e xpande d . I an  pleased  to  report  that  the  number  o f 
ineffective  visits  again  fell  so  that  they  represent  4,9%  of  the 
total  compared  with  7.4%  in  1962  and  11,2%  in  1951,

In  addition  to  the  work  carried  above,  a great  deal  of  Health 
Hducation  work  was  carried  out  in  formal  groups.  The  e-uivaleat  of 
3C  half  days  were  spent  in  lecturing  clubs  and  1C7  equivalent  in 
schools.  The  scheme  of  testing  all  babies  for  Phenylketonuria  v/as 
continued,  and  during  the  year  1,355  babies  ware  tested,  all  of  v/hom 
proved  negative.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Crtolani  test  v/as  carried 
out  wherever  possible,  and  this  led  to  the  detection  of  unstable  hip 
joints  in  four  babies.  These  wore  referred  to  the  consultant 
orthopaedic  surgeon  and  promptly  treated  v/i t h the  consent  of  the 
f ami ly  doctor . 

Home  i'ursing 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  'ork  carried  out  by  the 
Home  llursing  service  during  the  year,  when  41,120  visits  were  made 
compared  v/ith  40,143  in  1962.  The  largest  increase  was  in  visits 
to  medical  cases,  this  amounting  to  nearly  two  thousand.  There  was 
also  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  to  tuberculosis 
cases  where  467  visits  were  made  compared  'vith  320  in  the  previous 
year,  54%  of  the  patients  were  over  the  age  of  65,  compared  with 
55%  in  1962.

C h i r o n o cl  y 

The  number  of  patients  treated  under  this  service  rose  'uring  the 
year,  but  there  v/as  very  little  increase  in  the  number  of  treatments 
actually  carried  out.  This  v/as  probably  due  in  the  main  to  a.  period 
of  sickness  suffered  by  one  of  the  chiropodists.  I must  again  draw 
attention  to  the  high  proportion  of  patients  receiving  domiciliary 
treatment.  Thi s is  a service  which  is  expensive  to  give  and  only 
housebound  persons  should  be  receiving  it. 

I am  becoming  increasingly  conscious  that  the  service  is  essentially 
a palliative  one  in  its  present  form.  I know  that  it  is  much  appre- 
ciated by  the  elderly,  but  I feel  that  it  is  high  time  that  it  was 
extended  to  include  schoolchildren,  strictly  in  association  with  the 
school  health  service.  1 am  sure  that  this  would  only  increase  the 
work  by  a sma,ll  percentage,  but  it  v/ould  bring  the  service  into  the 
truly  preventive  field. 

Home  Help  Gervice 


The  home  help  service  wa.  s again  provided  mainly  for  the  elderly 
and  the  proportion  of  hours  expended  in  this  category  was  32,4%,  almost 
exactly  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  households 
assisted  during  the  year  showed  a slight  decline  to  G69.  This  is  a very 
unusual  trend  but  perhaps  a truer  comparison  v/ould  be  tha.t  at  the  end 
of  1963,  739  households  were  being  cissisted  weekly  compared  with  709  at 

the  end  of  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  hours  received  rose 
slightly  to  140,632,  compared  with  136,180  in  the  previos  year.  The 
small  table  shows  the  growth  of  the  service  over  the  past  ten  years.

Trainin';  Facilities  for  mentally  sub-normal  patients; 

During  the  year  these  facilities  ware  completely  re-orsanised 
when  the  adult  winj  opened  in  July  at  V/onbwell,  This  means  that  v;e 
have  a training  centre  capable  of  train in3  patients  from  3 or  4 years 
old  level  richt  through  to  industrial  v/ork.  It  may  in  future  be 
possible  to  train  some  of  the  patients  to  take  their  place  in  industry, 
but  oven  for  those  lass  fortunate  it  is  hoped  to  provide  sheltered 
employment  for  many  years  to  come.  The  re-organised  centre  ca,terod 
for  25  Juniors  (15  males  and  1C  females)  and  53  adults  (27  males  and 
3l  females).  This  re-organisation  enabled  the  junior  centre  to  take 
some  younger  children  and  thus  begin  even  younger  social  training, 

I am  sure  the  benefits  of  this  will  bo  felt  in  the  yoa.rs  to  come. 
Already  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  adults  were  beginning  to  do  work 
on  a contract  basis  for  County  Supplies,  It  is  hoped  to  extend  this 
to  a greater  range  of  work  and  a greater  number  of  sources.
